Ai) I ha,v& ttald, we must advance In 
effU;ieney and the training. Thla Is 
not very costly. At prtueat U la a 
little more expensive than It might 
be, as almost overy man we take la 
married, there being no baehelors In 
India, coniici}uontly wo have to tnke 
tho wUo, and uaually children an well. 
This, however, has corresiwndlng ud- 
vantagea, seeing that wife aud child- 
ren come In for a share of the traln- 
liig. The Jnulor War will help \m 
here by developing o new claaa ofof- 
flcere, whom we rtliall he able to keep 
until thoy are twenty years or old- 
er, bufui'u murrla^se. Thbi will bu ti 
great gain,

H. Wo mu9t pay a thousand, nay, 
ton thousand tlined more attention to 
tho ehUdrenj I waa enraptured with 
tlie boya.

As It I=, the training is not very ex- 
pensive after all. The cdat of food 
for a Cadet averages about a rnpeo— 
say Is.

His clothing Is 
not very costly, no that tho entire 
outlay involved In turning a soldier 
into an Intelligent officer wlU only or- 
dmarlly amouut to about 30 rupees.

In one ur two Instances we 
Iiavo not only discouraged, but abso- 
lutely forbidden meetings where any- 
thing but the native language is used, 
and propose now not only to allow, 
but to encourage the establishment of 
societies on the European modeL A 
large number can be created at once. 
These will be productive, I have no 
doubt, of money and cadets, and be- 
come a powerful auxiliary to the re- 
gular Indhin force. These Corps will 
ue able to du a great work auoDgst 
the native populations of the cities. 
The rapidity with which the Eng- 
lish touguo ii spreading 19 remark- 
able, and an Officer In ijaivatlon uni- 
form can secure a crowd at any hour 
of Che day or the night. A most Im- 
portant evaogclising effort con be car- 
ried on after thhi fashion without a 
great cost incurred a.^ In ordinary 
City Missioning Societies.
